The new Postal Cod’, passel ut tim I it- 
Bion of Congree, and approved by tim Pr< 
dent on the 8th of June, make* ifo first ap­ 
pearance, sofar as urn have observed, in iii- 
{July numlmr of the Chicago Postal Record. 
It is an act of three hundred and twenty-seven 
I Bectious, codifying all that )vas good Iii our 
'former legislation, and repealing, In whole or 
In part, uhout one hundred and twenty-five 
nets and resolutions, dating Imtween 17'.*1 an-! 
1872. 
That It was an excellent thing lo gel 
all our |Kist office laws into one comprehensive 
act, no one will deny who has ever had occa­ 
sion to consult the statutes on this subject, 
and bls service in their regard may condone 
some of ex-Congressman Farnsworths faults^ 
[ in other directions. 
Henceforth, for u few 
I years at least, it will be possible to ascertain 
the law without serious difficulty. 
The most lm|>orUnt new feature is that au­ 
thorizing | Hts tai cards. 
These are to he of 
Audi size, form and quality us the Postmaster- 
General directs, with postage stumps impress­ 
ed oil them, and are to Im sold at one cent 
each. 
The communication.* sent tliareou mu> 
be printed or written, with ink or pendL— 
There dix-e not seem to be any good ground 
for the fear that these cards will Im used to 
bitume or insult people. 
The mailing of cards 
bearing words, pictures or devices of a vulgar, 
Indecent or aeurrlloa* character, is made a nils 
demeanor, punishable by fine mid imprison­ 
ment. 
Tile cards, like stamped euvefojtcs, 
must bo furnished by the [Hist office depart* 
Blent, aud no others can Im admitted into the 
malls. 
Iii view of the fart that unsealed cir­ 
culars can be sent anywhere for one cent each, 
we do not apprehend that there is any great 
danger of overloading the mail with jarsful 
curds used for advertising purposes. 
The most Important change iii the codo is 
that respecting miscellaneous mutter—tran­ 
sient uew>papers, magazines, patnphl tv, etc. 
On this class of postage is just half what it 
was under the old law—that is, such matter 
can now be sent, iii [tercels not weighing over 
twelve ounces, at one ceut for each two ounces. 
A one cent stamp will therefore carry any 
magazine or package of uewsjiapen which 
does not weigh more than two ounces. 
Book 
postage under the new code is two cents for 
each two ounces or fraction thereof. 
Book 
manuscripts and proof-sheet h go at one ceut 
for each two ounces or fraction thereof, but 
this only between author mid publisher, and 
manuscript for publication iu newsjtajmra and 
magazine* UiiWt be [mid for at kiter rates, 
which remain as heretofore. 
Nothing weigh­ 
ing more than four pouuds, excel* congress­ 
ional documents, will be received iuto the 
mail. 
The rates for money orders are now as fol­ 
lows: Orders not over ten dollars, live cents; 
over ten aud uot over twenty, ten cents; over 
twenty and not over thirty, fifteen cents; over 
thirty aud not over forty, twenty cents; over 
forty and up to fifty, twenty-gve cents. 
This 
is a reduction of oue-half on orders uot ex­ 
ceeding ten dollars. 
Any mall matter in­ 
tended to go at the one ceut or two coot rate 
must be so enclosed that it can he examined 
without tearing the wrajtper. 
Circulars eu- 
xlosed iu seuled envelojms with tile corners 
tut are to be charged letter postage. 
LeUe s 
paid one full rate of three cents, even it more 
should have been paid, must be forwarded, 
unless the postmaster is satisfied that the un­ 
derpaying was intentional, hut deficient post­ 
age will be collected before they are delivered- 
Nothing but matter sent at letter rates can Im 
returned to the sender free. 
Newspajmw to 
subscribers go us ’Heretofore. 
Letters may Im* tent free to Mn-*. Lincoln, 
the President, Vice-Pre.-tdeut, met id mrs of tim 
cabinet, heeds of bureaus, chief clerks or 
franking officers of either of the executive de­ 
partments at Washington, senators, represen­ 
tatives or delegates in Cong! ess, the secre­ 
tary of the .Senate and the clerk of the House. 
So, too, may petitions to Congress, copy- 
right matter to the librarian of Congress if so 
marked, and publications to the Smithsonian 
Institution, if 
marked 
“Smithsonian Ex­ 
change.” The scojm of the franking privilege 
is not change-1 by the new code. 
Free mail 
matter must not weigh over four ounces, ex­ 
cept in tim ease of [letitlons und public docu­ 
ments. 
No matter can be franked except by 
the written autograjih of the sender. 
Persons 
having the right to receive matter free, on re­ 
ceiving, enclosed to them, any letter or pack­ 
age addressed to a person not having that 
right, must return it to the post office that 
postage may lie collected. 
Aud newspajmr 
exchanges go free as under the old law. 


The Most Terrible Beni Ii on Record. 


[Front tilt; Detroit Free Pres/, July JC.] 
About half-pust ten o'clock yesterday, a 
young man named Edward Cloutier, engaged 
in varnishing furniture on the third door of 
No. 34 Atwater street, met with a horrible 
death. 
The young man has had a great pas- 
sion for gymnastics, expecting to attach him­ 
self to a circus as soon as he became proficient. 
While working around the building he has 
used all his spare moments iii swinging from 
beams, turning hund-springs, and performing 
other feats calling for suppleness and activity. 
Ile was seen clinging to the main shaft of the 
two hundred horse-|K)wer engine a few days 
ago, and was warned by his employer never 
to attempt the feat again. 
The shaft runs 
along within thirty inches of the floor, and 
makes al>out one hundred and fifty revolutions 
l>«*r minute. 
Iii the morning, yesterday, after 
finishing up a table, Cloutier went to the 
north end of the building, and prepared him­ 
self to perform some feat w hich Ik* had studied 
up. 
Tacking the tackle rope, which is use-1 
to hoist articles from the alley below, In* pass­ 
ed the free end over the shaft. 
This much 
was ascertained after his death, but his further 
jtroceedings will never In* known, 
A boy was 
working forty feet away, mid w as first alarmed 
by hearing Cloutier call out, “Stop the engine 
—quick I” 
Running around, the boy saw that 
he w as caught in the folds of the rope and 
wound over the shaft. 
The l»oy ran, as did 
others, but it was too or three minutes before 
the engine could lie ctop|>cd, und then the 
victim was past help. 
As soon as the rope 
lashed him close to the shaft tin* young man 
hod to turn with it. 
One of his arms was 
caught around the shaft so that it drew his 
face and shoulder close down, lint left his 
limbs free to |K>und on the floor. 
The noise 
of his feet striking the boards was heard half 
a block away altove the hum of the machinery. 
His lioot heils tore a strip off one of the boards 
and were then flung from his fis t clear across 
the room. 
His hat went Hie oilier way, and 
his [tauts were striped off and thrown fifteen 
feet away. 
After the boots flew ort, the young 
man's bare feet whipped the floor .‘too or IOO 
times. 
The feet were mushed up to the ankles 
so that they s|tread out like brooms, mid look- 
ed like pieces of bloody beef. 
Tho I xiii es of 
the ankles struck the floor until dents half un 
inch deep were made in the Itoar-ls. After the 
tackle rape had boon wound up ii* full length 
it (lad to sna|t, but this did not i-*t the victim 
loose. 
After tim engine stopp-sl, Cloutier had 
to lie cut loose from the shaft, 
lie gave a 
gasp as they reltMsed him, but die-1 as they 
laid him dow n. One (rfhis amis was broken half 
a dozen times, aud lisle si, there was hardly a 
whole tame ii; his body. 
His legs were mere 
pulps, his breast crushed in, his ribs broken, 
Ungers broken, I tack and neck broken, and a 
worse sight never was seen. 
Tin* floor was 
covered with blood and flesh, and th * sir dig­ 
est men shu-ktered as they looked. 
Coroner 
Grau was called, and a jury was empanelled, 
au-l a verdict rendered on the spot. 
The ver­ 
dict wa J to the cfl'ect that the deceased came 
to his death while trying a: e.\|»erinient with 
a rope around ti sliuft making Eta revolutions 
lier minute. 
The verdict wus thus worded to 
make plainer the fact that the young man s 
recklessness brought sliout the accident.
